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PREFACE 


The Economic Planning Branch published a set of short- 
term population projections for Ontario in October, 1969 for 
the use of the various government departments in planning their 
five-year budgets. While there have been no very startling 
changes in demographic trends in the past year, there have been 
some shifts in emphasis. It was felt that projections incorporating 
the most recent data on migration and vital statistics would be 


useful. 


This report contains four sets of population projections 
to 1981, based on three migration and two fertility assumptions. 
The report was prepared by Miss T. Chaput, under the direction of 
Mrs. H. Salisbury, in the Economic Planning Branch on the basis of 
projections made in the Economic and Statistical Services Division 
of the Department of Treasury and Economics.

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SHORT-TERM POPULATION PROJECTIONS 1970-1981 


The attached short-term projections up-date those made 
in October, 1969 and incorporate the most recent DBS inter-censal 
estimates of population and the current trends in fertility and 
mortalityruates. 


The most probable projections anticipate a total of 
8,332,500 people in Ontario by June, 1975 and 9,241,000 by June, 
1981. This represents an average annual rate of growth of 1.8 
per cent, slightly higher than last year's projection of 1.5 
per cent. Numerically this is an average annual increase of 
147,000 per year to 1975 and of 151,000 per year from 1975 to 
1961. 


The constant fertility rates and high immigration rates 
will continue the upward shift in the age distribution for the 
next ten years as shown in Table 1. This will have a marked effect 
on the numbers moving through the educational stream and into the 
work force. 


Changing Age Distribution 


The number of children in the 5-year-age category is 
expected to decline from a total of approximately 155,000 in 1970 
to 131,000 in 1974. This should reduce the short-term requirements 
for additional kindergarten space in some areas. However, the 
extension of the program will require space in new localities. 
Because of the present high proportion of the population of child- 
bearing age, we anticipate an increase in the number of 5-year olds 
beginning in 1975 and reaching 160,000 by 1981. 
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The numbers of 6 to 14-year olds (elementary school 
age) will continue to increase to approximately 1,440,000 in 
1971 and thereafter will decline to 1,279,000 in 1980. By 
1972 the number of 15-year olds moving out of the elementary 
school age group will more than offset the number of 6-year-olds 
moving into the system. We anticipate a decline in the number 
of 6-year-olds to 131,000 in 1975 and then an increase which 
willereach 156,000 in 1981. 


The large inflow into the secondary schools will 
continue for the next nine years as the large number of young- 
sters now in the elementary school system move into secondary 
schools. We expect the population in this age category to in- 
crease from 694,000 in 1970 to 839,000 in 1979. The numbers 
in this group will level off in 1978-79 and start to decline 
about 1980. In balance, the reduction in enrolment in the 
elementary grades is expected to be more than 135,000 by 1981 
and the increase in the young people of secondary school age 
will be about 125,000 over the same period. 


There will be a continuing growth in the numbers of 
young people of post-secondary age. Students in the Centres of 
Applied Arts and Technology are mostly between the ages of 18 and 
20. This group is expected to increase from about 400,000 in 
1970 to over 500,000 by 1981. The same trend is evident in the 
university age category, 18 to 21, which we anticipate will 
increase from 530,000 in 1970 to 683,000 in 1981. While this 
will increase the demand for post-secondary educational facili- 
ties, it will also bring substantial increases in the number of 
new entrants to the work force. 


The continuing gradual declines in mortality rates 
will result in continuing increases in the numbers over 70. This 
increase in the number of dependent population in the older age 
categories will be partially balanced by the decline in the 
dependent population at the lower end of the age scale. However, 
by the mid-1970's our 0-9 age group will again start climbing. 


Fertility (1) 


Age-specific fertility rates in Ontario continued to 
decline slightly in 1969. There are, however, indications that 
the rates in 1970 will show very little change from last year. 

For this reason we believe that the timing was out on our original 
assumption that the end of the decline in age-specific fertility 
rates would occur in 1971. We now assume that the bottom of the 
downward trend was reached in 1969 and we have anticipated a 
constant age-specific fertility rate from 1969-1981. 
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Survival Rates 


Death rates continue to show the same decline in almost 
all age categories and so we have projected the same slight 
improvements in survival rates for most age categories. The 
projected death rates are shown in the table on page 24. 


Immigration 


Immigration rates continue to be the most volatile 
factor in our population growth. According to the DBS inter- 
censal estimates, the net gain to Ontario through population 
movement was considerably higher in 1969-70 than we had antici- 
pated. As the federal and provincial governments are continuing 
to promote immigration, it is likely that immigration will 
continue at a fairly high level for the next few years. We 
have assumed a net gain to Ontario through population movements 
of 70,000 in 1970-71, 60,000 in 1971-72 and 50,000 per year 
trom 1972 to 1981, 


Changes in Projections Since 1969 


Fertility rates were expected to decline slightly 
to 1971 but the rates appear to have levelled off so we have 
assumed constant rates from 1969-1981. As a result, we anticipate 
higher numbers in the very young age categories beginning in the mid- 
10 3. 


Mortality rates continue to show a gradual decline, 
as was expected, so we have not substantially changed the assump- 
tions of survival rates. 


Although our net migration was higher in 1969-70 than 
we had forecast, we are anticipating the same immigration levels 
for successive years. 


As a result of this higher net migration level and 
constant fertility rates, our total population figures are 
somewhat higher than originally forecast. These additions 
affect the very young and the working age groups. This will 
result in an increase in 5-and 6-year olds beginning in 1975 
and 1976, Along with this change, we should have a slightly 
larger proportion of the population in the working age groups, 
but this should conform with our earlier projection by the latter 
Part of the 1970's. 
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Comparison of High, Low and Most Probable Projections 


We have made four sets of projections of Ontario 
population. The assumptions used regarding mortality rates 
are the same in all four projections, but because of the erratic 
fluctuations in immigration, we have used three different sets of 
assumptions of net gains from population movements. Thus, one 
can use the one closest to recent trends. 


The variations in the four population projections are 
the result of the different assumptions of birth and migration 
rates. These factors by 1981 will have their greatest affect on 
the population under 10 and in the young working age groups because 
there is a very high proportion of young adults in the migrant 
population (44.0 per cent in the 20-34 year age group) as compared 
with the total population (22.0 per cent). 


The High Projection estimates a net gain of 70,000 
per year to 1981; the Most Probable estimates 70,000 for 1970-71; 
60,000, 1971-72; and 50,000 per year for 1972-1981; and the Low 
Projection estimates yearly gains of 70,000, 60,000 and 50,000 
for 1970-1972 and 30,000 for 1973 to 1981. Im our fourth pro- 
jection, we used the high net migration assumption and slightly 
rising fertility rates. All of these projections are based on 
the DBS estimate of 112,000 net migration for 1969-70. With these 
four sets of assumptions, total population estimates for 1981 vary 
fromsa high of 9.5 million to a low of 9.1 million as indicated in 
Table 2.
